*(AP)— Cartoonist A1 Capp was 
2fined $500 and ordered to pay 
Jcosts today on one of three 
-morals charges resulting from 
'accusations made by a univer- 
sity coed last spring.

jttjtion by the district attorney 
Wt Capp agree to undergo 
Jsjchiatric treatment. 
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‘You are a public figure,” 
farr told Capp. “I don’t think 
you’ll ever seriously be 
tempted to do something like 
this again.” 

Capp pleaded guilty to a 
charge of attempted adultery 
shortly after his arraignment. 
He also had been charged with 
sodomy and indecent expo- 
sure. 

Capp, of Cambridge, Mass 
was represented by Harold 
Unger of Washington, DC . 
and Webster A. Hart of Eau 
I Claire. 

Eau Claire County District 
Atty. Lawrence W. Durning 
told 'the court there had been 
a plea agreement between the 
state and Capp’s attorneys 
under which Capp would 
plead guilty to the attempted 
adultery charge and the state 
would ask for dismissal of the 
other two counts. 

Durning recommended that 
Capp be placed on probation, 
on condition that he receive 
psychiatric treatment. 

In rejecting the move for 
mental treatment, Farr said he 
felt that the public is ade- 
quately protected and that 1 1 
Capp had harmed himself to 
such an extent that he would 
not attempt such actions 
again. 

Farr also said he did not 
think a money penalty would 
be much of a hardship, for 
Capp but he felt it would “sat- 
isfy the public ” 

Capp was arrested last April 
after lecture at the Univer- 
after a lecture at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin at Eau 
Claire. 

In- Friday’s reading of the 
information in the case, pre- 
pared by Durning and Unger, 
it was stated that Capp' had 
asked university officials to 
name three students repre- 
senting different political 
points of view and have them 
come to his motel room for 
discussions. 

A married woman student 
who went to the room made 
the accusations that resulted 
y the charges.
